NOTICE  REGAEDING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

IMPROVED    METHOD    OF   PREPARING   HOG   CASINGS. 

The  bureau  is  in  receipt  of  information,  based  on  test  and  observation,  showing 
that  the  offensive  odor  incident  to  the  fermenting  of  hog  casings  may  be  pre- 
vented by  holding  the  intestines  in  a  salt  brine  during  the  fermenting  period. 
Final  or  conclusive  tests  to  determine  just  what  strength  and  temperature  of 
brine  are  most  effective  have  not  been  made;  but  actual  use  of  the  method  by  a 
considerable  number  of  establishments  employing  a  variety  of  formulas  has 
demonstrated  that  two  advantages  attend  its  use.  The  first  and  the  one  in 
which  the  bureau  feels  a  particular  interest,  is  a  very  material  reduction  in  the 
obnoxious  odor  incident  to  the  preparation  of  casings  fermented  by  the  method 
now  in  general  use.  The  second  advantage  is  the  production  of  casings  which 
are  whiter  and  have  less  of  the  odor  common  to  casings  fermented  without  the 
the  use  of  salt.  In  some  quarters  objection  has  been  made  to  the  use  of  salt  on  the 
ground  that  it  hardens  the  casing,  making  it  less  easy  to  clean,  and  causing  more 
breaks  with  a  corresponding  reduction  in  the  yield.  To  this  objection  may  be 
cited  the  fact  that  a  number  of  establishments  are  using  the  brine  method  under 
different  formulas  with  the  satisfactory  results  stated  above.  From  this  it  must 
be  concluded  that  unsatisfactory  results  are  due  to  excessive  salt  or  to  holding 
the  casings  in  the  brine  an  unnecessarily  long  time.  These  defects  in  method 
may  easily  be  corrected. 

In  regard  to  formulas  it  may  be  mentioned  that  a  brine  of  60°  or  under  this 
this  strength  appears  to  be  favored  by  the  larger  number  of  users.  Practice  as 
regards  the  temperature  of  the  brine  shows  wide  variation,  ranging  from  60°  to 
110°  F.,  with  the  larger  number  using  75°  to  85°  F.  The  manner  of  handling  is 
stated  to  be  as  follows :  When  the  fresh  casings  have  been  hand  stripped  of  their 
contents  they  are  placed  in  tierces,  the  amount  being  limited  to  about  one-third 
the  capacity  of  each  tierce.  Brine  enough  to  cover  the  casings  is  added  and  a 
rack  or  weight  is  used  to  keep  them  submerged.  The  length  of  time  casings  are 
held  in  the  brine  also  varies,  ranging  from  IS  to  24  hours  or  longer  according  to 
their  condition. 

As  stated,  some  objection  to  the  use  of  brine  has  been  made,  but  the  favorable 
reports  received  greatly  outnumber  the  objections,  and  the  advantage  of  the 
method  from  a  sanitary  standpoint  is  such  that  the  bureau  urges  all  official  estab- 
ments  at  which  hog  casings  are  prepared  to  give  the  method  a  full  and  thorough 
trial.  Further,  it  is  desired  that  inspectors  in  charge  interest  themselves  in  the 
matter  and  report  the  results  obtained  through  trials  of  the  method  made  in  the 
establishments  in  their  charge.
